BELIEVE PALESTINE 
SAFE FROM ATTACK 


8,000 U. S. Cit Citizens, 
Mostly Jews, Elect 
To Stay In Palestine 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 

W ASHINGTON—Eight thousand 
Americans, of whom 90 per cent 
are Jews, were in Palestine when 
Italy declared war on the Allies, 
the State Department estimated. 
There were more American citizens 
in Palestine than in either Great 
Britain or France when those na- 
tions entered the war. 


The State Department estimated 
that two-thirds of American Jews 
in Palestine were naturalized citi- 
zens and one-third native born. By 
far the largest percentage of 
American Jews were admitted to 
Palestine on visas providing for 
permanent residence there. There 
have been few if any requests from 
Americans in Palestine for aid in 
leaving the country. Nearly all 
now regard Palestine as their per- 
manent home and will not take 
refuge elsewhere. 


Among the refugees stranded in 
Italy are forty-five who were sched- 
uled to sail for the Dominican Re- | 
public. Officials of the Intergovern- 
mental Refugee Committee here! 
were conducting preliminary dis- 
cussions on the posibility that a 
new group of refugees now in Eng- 
land and France might be selected 
for the Dominican colonization 
project in lieu of those held in 
Italy. 


3 U.S. Ships To Stop 
At Palestine Ports

WASHINGTON — Three Ameri- 


can ships can make stops at Tel 
Aviv to pick up Americans for re- 
turn to the United States at “the 
discretion of their masters,’ the 
Maritime Commission said Tues- 
day. All American vessels now in 
the Mediterranean have been au- 
thorized to complete their sched- 
uled voyages before leaving the 
area, soon to be barred to United 
States shipping as a belligerent 
zone. 

The three vessels which sched-

‘Troops And N. Navy Seen 
As Safeguard; No Food 
Shortage Is Expected

LONDON—Italy’s entrance into 


the war has brought Palestine into 
the war zone and has placed that 
country in a key position with re- 
gard to the future course of the 
war. 


The development is bound to 


have important repercussions on 


the general situation in Palestine. 
Interruption of communications in 
the western Mediterranean will 
prevent British and Allied ship- 
ping from reaching Palestine ex- 
cept by way of the Suez Canal 
aficr a trip around Africa. 

Airmaii service between Eng- 
land and Palestine was halted. 

In eny event, Palestine, accord- 
ing to a recent statement by the 
Controller of Supplies in Jerusa- 
lem, will not suffer a lack of vital 
commodities, though luxury food- 
siuffs will not be available. 


The export trade, hard hit ear- 
lier in the war by a shortage of 
shipping and high frieght rates, 
will suffer another severe blow 
frcm blo:king of the western Med- 
iterranean, For a time, at least, 
Palestine exports will have to 
travel the long route, by way of 
the Suez Canal and the Cape. 


Intensive preparations have been 
made in recent weeks in Pales- 
tine to meet emergencies. Air 
raid precautions have been taken 
in all cities, towns and large set- 
tlements. Plans also have been 
made for the evacuation of Haifa 
and Tel Aviv in the event of air 
raids. 


There is little fear of an at- 
tempted invasion of the country, 
which is well protected by units 
of the British Navy based in the 
eastern Mediterranean and power- 
ful Anglo-French forces in Pales- 
tine and Syria. More than 140,000 
Jews have volunteered for military 
service, and it is possible that ex- 
tension of the war may result in 
their utilization in one form or 
another. 


Meanwhile, Italy’s entrance into 
the war has dashed the hopes of 
thousands of refugees throughout 
Europe who had pinned their 
hopes on reaching Palestine. While 
emigration from the Baltic coun- 
tries and Scandinavia will continue 
by way of Russia, the Black Sea 
and Turkey, emigration from een- 
tral and eastern Europe will be 
most difficult.

. Other Refugees 

I used to be troubled much about 
Jewish refugees. In fact, I still 
am troubled about them but lately 
my sympathy has had to be diffused. 

I believed that in the unhappy 
lot of Jews, refugees were the ulti- 
mate of all cruelty. They were peo- 
ple who came to my door peddling 
things, or they came to my desk for 
help to find jobs, or they were re- 
mote people still in Germany for 
whom I was asked to sign affi- 
davits. : 

They had been men like my 
friends and neighbors—people liv- 
ing comfortable lives, bringing up 
their children in the ways they 
should go, feeling deep-rooted in 
their native land. Then for no rea- 
son other than that they were Jews 
they had been torn out of their an- 
cestral soil, had been robbed of all 
they had gathered in the years of 
their toil, had been driven out to 
make new lives in distant lands. 

Now here they were at my door! 
This middle-aged gentleman asking 
me to buy a necktie from him, this 
younger man hoping I may buy a 
dozen oranges from him. 

When I look at them, I could not 
feel that Hitler was something re- 
mote from my ‘huose; he was like 
some murderer who had come to 
my door to throw the body there. 

To my non-Jewish friends, as 
well as to Jews, Hitler appeared to 
be only a Jewish problem. He was 
only the curse of Jews. Even now 
non-Jewish friends kid me. . 
“Don’t worry, Segal,” they say. 
“When the Nazis come over here 
we'll give you shelter in our house. 
We'll see that they don’t get you.” 

Lately, however, I have regarded 
our refugees as people particularly 
blessed. Only last evening I said to 
Refugee Mr. M. who was visiting 
at our house: “Mr. M, you are to be 
congratulated.” 

Mr. M didn’t at first understand 
on what he was being congratu- 
lated. Nothing had happened to 
alter the difficult struggle he has 
had since he came here two years 
ago. Besides, his two children had 
whooping cough. 

“You are to be congratulated 
that you are not a Belgian refugee 
or a French refugee fleeing before 
the Nazi army.” 

I had in mind the pictures I had 
seen: The thousands of Belgian 
women and children on the roads 
seeking refuge in a world that sud- 
denly had become full of death— 
death that roared out of the skies 
and came down with machine guns 
and bombs. They used to look to 
the skies for God but now Hitler 
was there. 

I remember the reports of the 
Red Cross I had read: Women and 
children perishing on the roads. 

. thousands of children lost from 
their parents. . . . hunger... . 
families separated and many never 
to be brought together again. In 
time, if and when they are allowed 
to return to their villages, they will 
find only heaps of rubble where 
their habitations stood. 

“Yes, Mr. M, you are to be con- 
gratulated on being a refugee who 
has suffered no more than being 
robbed of everything save his wife, 
his children and his good char- 
acter.” 

Our refugees often are desper- 
ately poor but they have the good- 
ness of America, its generosity, its 


decency, its justice.

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The editor’s chair, 

Every once in a while some one 
will write or tell me that he likes 
our editorial policy because, “when 
we think a man is wrong, we openly 
say so, regardless of the conse- 
quences.” Well, naturally we like 
to hear people say such things, 
but even more we would like what 
they say to be true. Unfortunately 
it is not. 

I remember talking to Louis 
Lipsky when he was here last 
month about a certain editorial 
writer, whom I know had opposed 
him consistently in most of his 
Zionist policies, and Lipsky said 
that this particular opponent was 
a “muddled” thinker, that he didn’t 
know what he was driving at and 
very often didn’t know what he 
wanted. 

To be honest, that’s a very ac- 
eurate description of my own 
thinking apparatus. Did you ever 
see the wind blow a tree around 
in a storm. Well, that’s the way 
Iam. For instance several weeks 
ago I wrote an editorial headed, 
“New Palestine Editors 
Organization.” After I wrote the 
editorial, I called a leading local 
Zionist to get his reaction on my 
logic. He said that my logic was 
indisputable but his suggestion was 
that I use a milder adjective than 
“despicable” and a less forceful 
noun ‘than “trickery.” The edi- 
torial appeared with the two words, 
“despicable and trickery” intact. 

The reason I refused the advice 
is the reason the tree blows around 
in a storm. No backbone. I know 
that I am so susceptible to persua- 
sion that in a compensatory at- 
tempt to indicate true courage, I 
close my ears to all suggestions of 
qualifying what I say. 

Another instance. Take the war 
situation. I haven’t said a word 
about it for weeks, not because I 
don’t think about the peril of the 
Allies, but because I don’t have a 
constructive thought on the entire 
subject. That’s true. Imagine a 
so-called editor, who is supposed 
to be able to advise his readers, 
not touching upon the most im- 
portant subject not only of the 
present day, but of decades. 

Which is bad enough. But this is 
worse. Have you ever heard me 
denounce shah shah Jews. Sure 
you have. They were my meat. 
Anyone that didn’t agree with me 
was a shah shah Jew. Easy, wasn’t 
it. Well now, what with Congress- 
men and the President of the 
United States himself, going al- 
most all the way in urging every 
support for the Allies, and some 
even suggesting we declare war, 
what do you think I am. I ama 
cowardy, craven, shah shah Jew. 
They show courage in facing Hit- 
ler, but all I can do is worry about 
Hitler winning. The only thing 
I have left now, what with my 


atomach churning around. like a 
cement mixer, it seems is my 
honesty.

U. S. Must Provide Leadership For World Jewry 


WHat about relief for European Jews driven 
from their homes? 

What about Palestine, now caught up in the 
maelstrom of the war? 

What about the Jews of United States in this 
critical period? Is there no authority to whom we 
can turn for advice and consolation on particular 
Jewish problems? 

The answer is anybody’s answer. Despite the 
existence of the General Jewish Council, of the 
Council of Jewish Welfare Funds and Federations, 
the Synagogue Council of America, despite the 
B’nai B'rith, it is evident that there is no reeog- 
nized authority to which Jews can turn for guid- 
ance. 

With United States Jewry faced with one of 
the greatest obligations of any section of Jewry 
in the past 2,000 years, the Jewish community of 
the nation is still divided and leaderless. 

The problem is so large that no one has dared 
to attack any but small parts of it, and even in 
these cases too often the attacking groups have 


clashed with one another instead of combining 
their efforts. 

With the Central Conference of American 
Rabbis, the Rabbinical Assembly of America, and 
the Zionist Organization of America, all meeting 
in annual conventions this month, more thought 
should be devoted, some discussion centered on the 
problems that are bigger than synagogue atten- 
dance, and bigger than Zionist membership. 

Although as yet not even discussed, the prob- 
lem is so important that even the existence of 
Jewry anywhere rests upon the ability and the 
courage and the willingness of United States 
Jewry to put on the mantle of leadership. 

It ig no longer a question of whether the de- 
fense activities of the B’nai B’rith and the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee shall be combined, it is 
no longer a problem of raising fifteen or twenty 
millions for relief and rehabilitation, it is these 
and the much more important task of providing 
the leadership and the organization for coping 
with the problems of the remnants of Jewish 
communities wherever they are. 


Hitler Medal Return More Than Lesson To Timid Leaders 


HE return by Thomas J. Watson, president of 
the International Business Machines Corpora- 
tion of the Hitler Award of the Order of the 
Eagle after a protest by Rabbi J. X. Cohen, should 
be an effective object lesson to many Jewish lead- 


ers. Even so, the important lesson is not that 
Mr. Watson returned the Nazi medal, but more in 
the fact that the Jew in making the protest re- 
tained his own self respect and felt the full re- 
alization of his stature as a moral-minded in- 
dividual. 


Broad Outlook of C. C. A. R. 


HE broad outlook of the Central Conference of 

American Rabbis, which in other days caused 
it to lead in the battle against the belief that 
rabbis were religious teachers separated from the 
every day world of injustice and vice, has been 
evidenced once more in the announced program of 
the annual convention of the group this month in 
Charlevoix, Mich. On the agenda for deliberations 


is the subject, “The Jewish People in the World 
of Today: Its Status and If§ Problems.” 

These Reform rabbis, in this day of stress and 
need for courage, are not content to limit their 
discussions to synagogue membership or the prob- 
lem of private pews, or other minor vexations, but 
are centering attention on the more inclusive 
problems of American Jewry.

What Anti-Semitism Among Jews Is, Explained 
hy the Jewish Ledger—Those who mask their 
anti-Semitism with the assertion that they are 
not opposed to “good Jews” were assailed recently 
by the Rev. Charles Owen Rice, Catholic, in an 
address in Pittsburgh, 

“One of the features connected with the present 
wave of anti-Semitism that is being stirred up is 
that some of the leading purveyors of anti- 
Semitism hotly deny that they are anti-Semites,” 
he said. 

“They employ a clever sophistry in their at- 
tempts to escape the stigma. They define anti- 
Semitism in a certain restricted sense and then 
they claim that their teachings and utterances do 
not bring them under the term. 

“As a matter of fact, the unctuous employment 
of the ‘good Jews’ qualifier generally intensifies 
the anti-Semitism of the statements as a whole. 

“The brutal, crude, direct anti-Semitic utter- 
ances are far less harmful than the subtle ones. 

“Off-hand, I can give a partial list of some of 
the more commonly used anti-Semitic statements 
and inferences. 

“It is anti-Semitism to exaggerate the power 
of Jews, whether it be power in finance, in indus- 
try, in newspaper publishing, in radio or anything 
else. 

“It is anti-Semitism to say or hint that there 
is a mysterious central controlling Jewish national 
or international leadership. 

“It is anti-Semitism to exaggerate the clannish- 
ness of Jews. 

“It is anti-Semitism to speak of deliberate, 
controlled Jewish campaigns against Christianity. 

“It is anti-Semitic to exaggerate Jewish par- 
ticipation in Communism and similar movements. 
“It is anti-Semitism to hint at, or charge, a 


tie-up between ‘International Jewry’ and ‘Inter- 
national Masonry.’ The very term ‘International 
Jewry’ has definite anti-Semitic implications. 

“You will note that these effective types of 
anti-Semitism consist of lies and exaggerations. 
Their harmfulness consists in their engendering a 
feeling of mixed fear and anger in the breasts of 
non-Jews. All of them have been proved false. 
They are damnably un-American, un-Christian 
and anti-social.” 

We should like to see a similar list drawn up 
by someone within Jewish life for our biological 
brethren—or perhaps “census brethren” would be 
more appropriate—who add their mite to miscon- 
ceptions about their fellow-Jews by loose talking. 
As a starter we would suggest the following: 

It is anti-Semitic for a Jew to apologize to his 
non-Jewish friends and acquaintances by talking 
of “white Jews” who suffer because of the activi- 
ties of “kikes.” 

It is anti-Semitic for a Jew to say, even in the 
intimate circle of his family and closest comrades, 
“Thank God for Hitler. He gave the German 
Jews what was coming to them.” 

It is anti-Semitic for a Jew to utilize the public 
platform and the theater to repeat Yiddish- 
flavored jokes which would stamp the Jew as 
smutty or unscrupulous. 

It is anti-Semitic for a Jewish organization to 
raise money or hold annual dances in night clubs 
which maintain a thriving business of gambling 
and vice. 

It is anti-Semitic for a Jew to talk, unthink- 
ingly and usually facetiously, of Jewish leaders, 
spiritual, cultural and political, as “racketeers,” 
“vrafters” and the like in loose conversation. 

It is anti-Semitic for a Jew to exploit his Jew- 
ish connections for machine politics.
